Novice Licenses Expire 


Every year, Novice Class 
Licenses expire. Many of 
the licensees never got on 
the air or have been 
largely inactive for the 
entire 10-year term of 
their license. In most 
cases, the ham involved is 
not a club member and 
has little or no contact 
with another active 
amateur radio operator. 


In Oregon this year, fifty- 
seven Novice Licenses 
will expire. Most will not 
be renewed. 


Twenty-five of the fifty- 
seven expiring licenses 
are held by hams in our 
Club’s service area. We 
have their Call, Name, 
and Address. 


What can we do to help 
these licensees renew, 
upgrade, and become 
active? 


First, let’s contact them in 


person! Let’s invite 
them to a meeting of 
OTVARC, to our ham 
shack, and to an activity. 
Remember, they can 
Operate your station as 
long as you are present 
to control that operation. 


Then, let’s consider a 
special “Novice Upgrade 
Class” to help them 
upgrade to Technician 
Plus and General.

The astronaut believes "a 
logical next step" would be to 
set up bases on the moon and 
learn how to operate at that 
distance from Earth. 

Pettit remarked that his five 
months aboard the ISS have 
been "an amazing experience" 
and has been "really quite 
enjoyable." He acknowledged 
that it's still technologically 
difficult to get into space. 
"Space travel is not routine by 
any means," Pettit said.
